abo ut than any o ther success In life. 
There is also the effect o f this atti­ 
tude upo n the eco no mic po sitio n o f the 
wo men them selves to be co nsidered. 
The m ajo rity o f feminine wag e-earn- 
ers are co ntent if they can earn suf­ 
ficient mo ney to keep their self-re­ 
spect and to pro vide themselves with 
fo o d and clo thing and shelter during 
the pro blematical perio d o f waiting 
fo r a husband to turn up.

THE TAFT-TEDDY FEUD RAGES 


New York, April 12.— After retiring 
at 9 o’clock apparently in better con 
dition than for several weeks, Major 
General Frederick Dent Grant 
died 
suddenly of heart failure, without pre­ 
monition. at the Buckingham hotel at 
midnight last night. 
He had returned 
from his recent trip to Florida much 
improved and looking remarkably well 
and vigorous. 
His medical condition 
since his return had given no special 
anxiety to his physician, who had been 
with him during the afternoon and had 
congratulated him on his good health. 
He expressed himself as rejoiced at 
his renewed strength. 
General Grant 
had been suffering from diabetes and 
its attendant digestive disturbances, 
which seemed under perfect control. 
This sudden fatal termination came as 
a great surprise. 
His wife and nurse 
were with him at the time, and the 
physicians, who were called at once, 
found that the heart had stopped in­ 
stantly. 
It is said that General Grant 
recently had been operated on for a 
cancerous growth at the base of the 
tongue. 
General Grant was the eldest son of 
President Ulysses S. Grant, and was 
horn at St. I^uis, May 30, 1850. 
The 
family came from New England where 
Matthew Grant settled at Windsor, 
Conn., 
in 
163". 
President 
Grant’s 
grandfather moved to western Penn­ 
sylvania 
soon 
after the revolution. 
President Grant had four children, 
Frederick D., Ulysses S. jr., a lawyer 
of San Diego, Gal.; Jesse R., of New 
York, and Mrs. Nellie Grant Sartoris. 
Frederick D. Grant was with his 
father in the latter part of the civil 
war. serving as voluntary aide and dis­ 
patch bearer to General Grant. 
As soon as he was old enough he 
was appointed to the military academy 
at West Point from New York and was 
graduated and commissioned a second 
lieutenant on June 12. 1871, being de­ 
tailed to the Fourth United States cav­ 
alry. 
W ith this command he s|>ent 
two years in Indian fighting on the 
frontier. 
He became first lieutenant1 
on June 28. 1876, and meanwhile, in 
1873, he l ad been appointed aide-de- 
camp to Lieutenant General Philip H. 
Sheridan, with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. 
In his early western days he 
was employed also as engineer in the 
construction of the Union Pacific and 
Colorado Central railways. 
On June 
1, 1881, Lieutenant Colonel Grant re­ 
signed from the service after spending 
the greater part of his time on the 
frontier. 
After leaving the army Lieutenant 
Colonel Grant spent much of his time 
at the home of his mother in New 
York. 
He was constantly at his fath-j 
er’s side during the illness which took 
Genera! 
Grant’s life, and after his 
father’s death took charge of the fam- 1 
ily affairs. 
In 1885 President H arri­ 
son appointed him minister to Austria, 
and from 1894 to 1898 he was one of 
the police commissioners of New York. 
When the Spanish war began Gen 
Grant was appointed colonel of the 
Fourteenth New York Infantry, and 
later became brigadier general of vol­ 
unteers. 
He served in the Porto Rican 
campaign and after the war command­ 
ed the military district of Porto Rfco., 
On April 15, 1899, he was honorably 
discharged and on the same day was 
reappointed, with the same rank, and i

The record of « day 's lesson, two 
Sabbath day incidents, the disciples 
plucking corn and a withered hand 
restored in the sy nagogue, is found in 
Matt, x ii and Luke vi, as well as iu 
Mark, so that it must concern Him 
not only as the Jewish King rejected, 
but also as the perfect servant, and as 
the Son of Man, to whom all tilings 
will y et be subdued. 
To understand 
Him and Ills words and works we 
must consider Him as Nathaniel spoke 
of Him, “the Son of God. the King of 
Israel” (John 1, 49» , as "the King of the 
Jews” whom the wise men sought 
(Matt. ii. 2), and as the “ Wonderful I 
Counselor, the Mighty God. the Ever 
lasting Father, the Prince of Peace, j x x iii, 
who will y et sit upon the throne of 
David an d whose kingdom shall know 
no end” (Isa. ix , (J. 7; Luke i. 32. 331. 
The late Dr. Weston in his “Genesis 
of the New’ Testament” say s that the 
Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 
and distinctive ordinance of the n a­ 
tion. 
Other nations practiced circum­ 
cision and had temples, offered sacri­ 
fices and performed religious rites, but 
the Sabbath was the Jewish national 
flag. In it they claimed a peculiar rela­ 
tion to God as their Creator, Redeemer 
and Rest, and, if by this man's treat­ 
ment of their Sabbath they are to be 
deprived of their distinction from other 
nations, what is the use of being God’s 
people? 
Considering this, it is not so 
surprising that the immediate occa­ 
sion of the determination by the Jew ­ 
ish rulers to put Christ to death, as 
stated in all the gospels, was His rela­ 
tion to the Sabbath. He claimed to be 
greater than Solomon or the temple 
or the Sabbath (Matt. x il. 6. 8. 42), but 
they would not so receive Him. 
They 
honored Ilim with their lips, but their 
heart was far from Him (Isa. x x ix , 13; 
Ezek. x x x iii. 31; Matt, x v, 7, 8). They 
had a form of worship without any 
power. Jehovah, whom they professed 
to worship, was iu their midst, and 
they knew Him not. 
Matthew say s that as the disciples 
passed through the cornfields they | 
were hungry , and Luke say s that they 
rubbed the ears of corn iu their hands 
and did eat. 
Our Lord Himself was 
an hungered on other occasions, as re 
corded in Matt, iv, 2; x x i. IS. Concern­ 
ing Israel it is written that He suffered 
them to hunger (Deut. viii, 3), but it 
was to prove them and teach them. 
The wicked are ever watching the 
righteous an d seeking to slay them 
(Ps. x x x vii, 32), and here they are 
finding fault and condemning the dis­ 
ciples, an d the Lord, too. because 
they knew Him not, nor the Scrip­ 
tures. which they professed to rever­ 
ence. 
He referred them to their own 
Scriptures, say ing. "Have y e never 
read what David did w’hen he had 
need an d was an hungered? (Verse 25.) 
There is rto word of condemnation 
here for David and his followers. 
He 
came not to condemn, but to show 
mercy , hence His q uotation from the 
prophets in Matthew’s record, ”1 will 
have mercy and not sacrifice” (Matt, 
x il. 7; Hos. vi, C). 
The rest of the 
verse in Hosea say s that the knowl­ 
edge of God is better than burnt offer 
ing. 
The primary idea in sacrifice is 
that God gives to us, uot that we give 
to Him. for in the first sacrifice the 
Lord gave to Adam and Eve redemp­ 
tion clothing which He Himself pro­ 
vided, a foreshadowing of Christ lov­ 
ing the church and giving Himself for 
it, purchasing it with His own blood 
We cannot give any thing to God nor 
offer Him acceptable service until we
